Big C Days Are Here-See Shopping News Inside 


Curb Urged on Expenses 


For Presidential Security 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A House committee 


has overwhelmingly approved a report calling 
for tight future curbs on spending for security 
at. presidential homes. 


Some $17.1 million was spent in connection 


with homes used by President Nixon, according 
to the report. Most of it was spent for security 
installations. 


All but two Republicans on the House 


Government Operations Committee joined 
Democrats in the 36-to-O approval Tuesday 
even though one said the timing may unfairly 
damage Nixon. The two Republicans ab- 
stained. 


The report recommends action be taken to 


recover "any improper expenditures" al- 
though it alleges no specific improper spending 
on Nixon's homes. 


It recommends permanent security systems 


be limited to one of a president's private homes 
and recommends that he be required to 
reimburse the government for any spending 
that improves his home. 


Rep. 
John 
Buchanan, R-Ala., 
said 


Republicans joining the call for tight curbs 
over what the report calls loose security 
spending would not normally hurt Nixon. 


"But in view of the way things have been 


going, Yes, I think it may do him some dam- 
age," Buchanan said. 


Rep. Frank Horton of New York, the com- 


mittee's senior Republican, said the subject "is 
a politically charged one" but said the report 
had avoided the temptation to "cast stones at 
the present President and administration 
without bothering to look back" at spending for 
past president's homes. 


Horton said the spurt in security spending 


included $5.9 million for former President 
Lyndon B. Johnson's properties. 


Rep. Jack Brooks, D-Texas, chairman of the 


subcommittee that drafted the report, said it 
"reveals an alarming growth" of security 
spending and said a primary reason for the cost 
for Nixon is the fact that security is required at 
three different places. 


The report blames the jump in spending 


largely on lax control by the Secret Service and 
other agencies. It recommends security 
spending be tightened under the supervision of 
the Secret Service.

Waco, Tex., man here today who surrendered 
himself in connection with four Texas slayings. 


Bolivar County Sheriff L. B. Williams would 


not comment on the case beyond saying the 36- 
year-old man was giving a statement to in- 
vestigators. 


The man, Robert E. White, was charged at 


Waco with murder and theft of 28 guns. 


Williams said White walked into his office 


Tuesday night and gave himself up.

County Sheriff's Department at McKinney, 
Tex., were questioning White about the

Jewel Story 'Demeaning' 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A White House 


spokesman has labeled a story about more than 
$52,400 in jewels given to First Lady Pat Nixon 
and her daughters by the Saudi Arabian royal 
family an inexcusable attempt to "demean the 
First Family." 


Washington Post columnist Maxine Cheshire 


had written that Mrs. Nixon and her daughters 
kept the jewelry for nearly two years without 
having it processed by the White House gifts 
unit, an office set up to handle gifts to the 
President and his family. 


Under the Constitution and statutory law, the 


jewels from the Saudi Arabian royal family are 
government property. 


White House Deputy Press Secretary Gerald 


L. Warren said the gift was recorded as 
received by the gift unit in July 1972 and said 
Mrs. Nixon and her daughters never had any 
intention of keeping the jewelry. 


"This story has taken a natural situation 


regarding gifts to the First Family and 
manufactured that situation in a sensational 
way and in short, it shows to me the lengths to 
which some people, in this case a colleague of 
yours, will go, to by inference, cast the First 
Lady in a bad light," Warren said at a White 
House news briefing.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Watergate not- 


withstanding, the Republican party is alive and 
well and the national committee's fund-raising 
drive is running 20 per cent ahead of the 1973 
tempo, says GOP National Chairman George 
Bush. 

He told the United Republican Finance 
Committee here Tuesday that big GOP donors 
have dropped off this year but the number of 
small contributors—those giving less than 
$100—was running strong. The party hoped to 
match 1973's fund-raising total of $5.5 million, 
he saW.

Carolyn Earthorne declined 


interviews. 


Her lawyer, Walter Stock- 


man, said Tuesday, "It's the 
most unusual divorce I've ever 
handled. The legal reason is 
that the marriage is irretrie- 
vably broken,^but the basic rea- 


son is obvious." 


Kathy Earthorne said she 


would not contest the suit. 


"I've felt like a girl ever 


since I was a child," she said. 
"I knew very early that some- 
thing was different about me, 
but it wasn't until after I was 
married that I realized what it 
was and that something could 
be done about it." 


She said their son "knows 


who I am and who I was and 
loves me just the same. He's a 
very bright little boy." 


Kathy said she had a boy 


friend now and hoped some day 
to remarry. 


"I feel 101 per cent better as 


a woman. I am a woman and I 
need a man," she said.

MAALOT, Israel (AP) — 


With guns blazing, Israeli sol- 
diers stormed into a school to- 
day where three Arab guer- 
rillas were holding about 85 Is- 
raeli teen-agers hostage. The 
Israeli state radio said the 
guerrillas were killed. 


There was no immediate offi- 


cial word as to the fate of the 
teen-agers who were seized 
during the night while they 
slept. But stretcher 
bearers 


were seen coming out of the 
school shortly after the army 
assault 
carrying 
casualties. 


Their number could not be im- 
mediately determined. They ap- 
peared high. 


The army attack came less 


than a half hour before the 
guerrilla deadline for the re- 
lease of 20 prisoners held by Is- 
rael. The Arabs threatened to 
blow the building up and kill 
the youths. 


The 
Israeli 
government 


agreed to meet this demand 
and negotiations were under 
way through the French am- 
bassador. 


Police here in Maalot said 


that the guerrillas began open- 
ing fire on the children before 
the Israeli troops launched 
their assault. 


The troops opened fire from 


one side of the school for about 
three minutes. Then other sol- 
diers shot their way into the 
building through a door on the 
opposite side. The assault ap- 
peared to be over in about 30 
seconds. 


A witness shouted out shortly 


thereafter: "The building is in 
the hands of the army — that's 
for sure." 


The guerrillas 
had set a 


deadline of 6 p.m. — noon, 
EOT — for the release of the 
prisoners. 


Just before the Israeli troops 


opened the assault, the terror- 
ists had yelled through a mega- 
phone: "Six o'clock is approch- 
ing! Have mercy on your chil- 
dren! Remember your chil- 
dren!" 


The gunmen had been the 


holding the youngsters, aged 14 
to 17, for more than 13 hours in 
the school, five miles from the 
Lebanese border. 


"The terrorists started shoot- 


ing at the children just before 
the soldiers charged," said a 
policeman watching the bloody 
scene. 


"There are dozens wounded 


and some dead," he said. 


Boys and girls began leaping 


from the school windows as the 
gun-battle exploded. Original 
reports said there were about 
90 youths in the building. 


Newsmen were held back 


from the scene. 


Townspeople said the shoot- 


ing lasted for about 10 minutes, 
with the sound of small arms, 
submachine guns, and bazooka 
rockets exploding. 


The 
French 
ambassador 


joined by the Romanian am- 
bassador at the guerrillas' re- 
quest was about to enter the 
three-story building when the 
gunbattle began. 


The French ambassador was 


reported to have entered the 
building earlier in the day. 


The guerrillas had strung 


electrical wiring around the 
building after they seized it. 
The wires were believed con- 
nected to explosives. 


An explosion boomed from in- 


side the school and smoke 
poured from the windows dur- 
ing the battle. Police said ter- 
rorist explosives may have 
been hit by bullets. 


In the Syrian capital, the 


guerrilla 
command 
which 


claimed responsibility for the 
attack said, "The entire build- 
ing is mined. If Zionist forces 
open fire they will be risking 
the destruction of the entire 
place." 


A small Palestinian group 


which had committed no terror- 
ist acts for four years, the Pop- 
ular Democratic Front, said the 
guerrillas were based in Israel. 
This was an apparent attempt 
io spare Lebanon retaliatory at- 
tacks from Israel. 


Normally the school would 


have been empty. But officials 
said about 110 schoolchildren 
and several teachers on a bus 
lour of Biblical sites in north- 
ern Galilee, were billeted there 
for the night. 


About 20 of the children, a 


teacher and their bus driver es- 
caped by leaping from second- 
story windows. Several were 
reported injured. 


All were asleep when the 


Arabs burst in. They told them, 
in Hebrew: "Nothing will hap- 
pen to you if you will be quiet." 


Then they separated the chil- 


dren, putting the girls on one 
floor and the boys on another. 


Security forces sealed off the 


area and surrounded the build- 
ing, mounting machine guns on 
nearby rooftops. Local resi- 
dents were ordered to take cov- 
er in bomb shelters as the 
guerrillas fired wildly from the 
windows of the school. 


The terrorists sent out one of 


the teachers with a list of the 
Arabs whose freedom they de- 
manded. The note gave the 
government until 6 p.m.—noon 
EOT—to comply. 


An Israeli woman soldier said 


she recognized one of the ter- 
rorists as an Israeli citizen. 


Defense Minister Moshe Da- 


yan took a helicopter to Maalot 
to take charge of the .forces 
laying siege to the guerrillas. 


"Where is our security?" 


angry villagers screamed at 
him. 


The villagers said a detach- 


ment of troops had been guard- 
ing them against a terrorist at- 
tack but were moved out of 
Maalot 24 hours before the 
guerrillas struck. 


The attack coincided with the 


26th anniversary of Israel's in- 
dependence- 
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Library May Be Cut 
From Texas System 


The terrorists takeover of the 


school—plus the ambush death 
earlier of a woman, the slaugh- 
ter of an entire family by the 
guerrillas, the bombing of an 
oil pipeline and the planting of 
rockets in Jerusalem—threat- 
ened to wreck Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger's 
truce negotiations between Is- 
rael and Syria. 


Kissinger issued a statement 


of "shock and outrage" at the 
terrorist action and postponed a 
planned trip to Damascus. 


The attack was similar to the 


terrorist raid a month ago on 
the border 
town of Qiryat 


Shmonah, in which 18 Israelis 
died. The three terrorists in 
that raid also were killed.

Directors were told Tuesday 
that if the library does not meet 
certain criteria by Aug. 31, it 
will be dropped from the Texas 
Library System. 


The criterion the library here 


lacks is a librarian with a 
master's degree 
in library 


science. 


MRS. 
PATRICIA 
Smith, 


coordinator of the Texas State 
Library System, 
made 
the 


announcement to the board, 
which discussed the matter but 
took no action. 


Some of the advantages of 


belonging to the system, Mrs. 
Smith 
said, 
include 
inter- 


library loans, state cooperation 
on 
reference 
work, 
tape 


cassettes which might be given 
to libraries in the system, and 
several other programs "in the 
works." 


"There will be clearly defined 


programs and activities for 
those belonging to the system," 
she added. 


SINCE THE Tuesday meeting 


was to be the last meeting until 
September 
for 
the 
library 


board, Mayor Youngblood said 
that "obviously, there will have 
to be a called meeting to discuss 
this." 


In 1969, the Texas Library 


Systems Act was passed, and 
certain criteria governed the 
naming of Size One, Size Two, 
and 
Size 
Three 
libraries. 


Corsicana was designated at 
that time a Size Two library. 


A Size Two library must serve 


at least 25,000 people, must 
receive $1.50 per capita money 
from the city and county, must 
be open at least 40 hours a week, 
and must have a professional 
librarian on the staff. 


THE LOCAL library meets 


the first three rules, but the 
head 
librarian, Mrs. John 


Braly, is not a "professional" 
librarian. 
Professional 


librarians must have a master 
of library science degree. Mrs. 
Braly has a library science 
degree from North Texas State 
University, but she does not 
have her master's degree. 


On several other occasions, 


the local library board had 
discussed the fact that it wanted 
i.o retain Mrs. Braly and forfeit 
any benefits from being a Size 
Two library. 


"We simply feel that Mrs. 


Braly is too good a librarian to 
lose," said Mrs. Lynn Sanders, 
Jr. "The library is running very 
smoothly." 


WHEN THE board was in- 


formed about the act regarding 
library systems, in 1969, it in- 
terviewed 
"around 
18" 


qualified librarians in order to 
conform with the rules, ac- 
cording 
to 
Mayor 
Sue 


Youngblood, who is chairman of 
the library board. 


"We simply couldn't 
find 


librarians of the caliber we 
needed for our library," said 
Mrs. Sanders, board member. 


Mrs. Will Miller, secretary of 


the 
library 
board 
and 


genealogical librarian, asked 
Mrs. Smith if it would be 
possible for the library to 
remain a Size Three instead of a 
Size Two. 


"Do we determine our size or 


does 
the 
state 
determine 


whether we are a Size Two or a 
Size Three library?" asked 
Mrs. Miller. 


"THE 
STATE 
determines 


what size you are," said Mrs. 
Smith, "Your library has been 
designated a Size Two library 
by the Texas State Library 
Association. If you do not meet 
the qualifications (getting a 
professional librarian) by Aug. 
31, you will not be designated a 
Size Three library, but will be 
dropped from the Texas State 
Library System altogether." 


Mrs. Braly declined comment 


on the situation. 


IN OTHER business, the 


board elected a new slate of 
officers for the coming year. 
Mayor Youngblood is chair- 
man, 
Sidney Marks is vice 


chairman, Mrs. Miller 
is 


secretary, 
and 
Miss 
Irene 


Boozer is assistant secretary. 


Mrs. 
Braly, /in giving her 


librarian's report, announced 
that a copy of the report was 
being sent each month to 
County Judge Rob Dunn. There 
were 57 new city borrowers 
from Corsicana, and 11 new 
borrowers 
from 
Navarro 


County. Circulation was 14,171. 


In an interview with the Daily 


Sun today, Mrs. Miller said that 
there is "still a lot to talk about. 
The state library may not 
receive the money from the 
state legislature. Those things 
happen, you know. And we feel 
that Marcia Lou (Mrs. Braly) is 
such a good librarian.';1
